"Section 5. If and only if Senate Bill 472 of the 93rd
Cener al Assenbl y becones law by the override of the
Governor's anendatory veto, the Illinois Police Training Act

i s anended by changing Section 6.1 as foll ows:

(50 ILCS 705/6.1)

Sec. 6.1. Decertification of full-time and part-tine
police officers.

(a) The Board must review police officer conduct and
records to ensure that no police officer is certified or
provided a valid waiver if that police officer has been
convicted of a felony offense under the laws of this State or
any other state which if commtted in this State woul d be
puni shable as a felony. The Board nust also ensure that no
police officer is certified or provided a valid waiver if

that police officer has been convicted on or after the
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effective date of this anendatory Act of 1999 of any
m sdeneanor specified in this Section or if commtted in any
other state would be an offense simlar to Section 11-6,
11-9.1, 11-14, 11-17, 11-19, 12-2, 12-15, 16-1, 17-1, 17-2,
28-3, 29-1, 31-1, 31-6, 31-7, 32-4a, or 32-7 of the Crimnal
Code of 1961 or to Section 5 or 5.2 of the Cannabis Control
Act. The Board nust appoint investigators to enforce the
duties conferred upon the Board by this Act.

(b) It is the responsibility of the sheriff or the chief
executive officer of every local |aw enforcenent agency or
departnment within this State to report to the Board any
arrest or conviction of any officer for an offense identified
in this Section.

(c) It is the duty and responsibility of every full-time
and part-tinme police officer inthis State to report to the
Board within 30 days, and the officer's sheriff or chief
executive officer, of his or her arrest or conviction for an
offense identified in this Section. Any full-time or
part-tinme police officer who know ngly makes, submts, causes
to be submtted, or files a false or untruthful report to the
Board nust have his or her certificate or waiver imrediately
decertified or revoked.

(d) Any person, or a local or State agency, or the Board
is imune from liability for submtting, disclosing, or
releasing information of arrests or convictions inthis
Section as long as the information is submtted, disclosed,
or released in good faith and without nalice. The Board has
qualified imunity for the release of the information.

(e) Any full-tinme or part-time police officer with a
certificate or waiver issued by the Board who is convicted of
any offense described in this Section imediately becones
decertified or no |onger has a wvalid wai ver. The
decertification and invalidity of waivers occurs as a matter

of law. Failure of a convicted person to report to the Board

his or her conviction as described in this Section or any
continued |aw enforcenent practice after recei ving a
conviction is a Cass 4 felony.

(f) The Board's investigators are peace officers and
have all the powers possessed by policenen in cities and by
sheriff's, provided that the investigators nay exercise those
power s anywhere in the State, only after contact and
cooperation wth the appropriate local |aw enforcenent
authorities.

(g) The Board nust request and receive information and
assistance fromany federal, state, or |ocal governnenta
agency as part of the authorized crimnal background
investigation. The Departnment of State Police nust process,
retain, and additionally provide and di ssem nate information
to the Board concer ni ng crim nal char ges, arrests,
convictions, and their disposition, that have been filed
before, on, or after the effective date of this anendatory
Act of the 91st General Assenbly against a basic acadeny
applicant, law enforcenent applicant, or |aw enforcenent
of ficer whose fingerprint identification cards are on file or
mai ntained by the Departnent of State Police. The Federal
Bureau of Investigation nust provide the Board any crimnal
history record information contained in its files pertaining
to law enforcenent officers or any applicant to a Board
certified basic |aw enforcenent acadeny as described in this
Act based on fingerprint identification. The Board nust make
paynment of fees to the Departnment of State Police for each
fingerprint card subm ssion in conf or mance W th t he
requi renents of paragraph 22 of Section 55a of the Gvil
Adm ni strative Code of Illinois.

(h) A police officer who has been certified or granted a

valid wai ver nay also be decertified or have his or her

wai ver revoked upon a deternmnation by the Illinois Labor

Rel ations Board State Panel that he or she, while under oath,
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has knowingly and willfully nmade false statenents as to a

material fact going to an el enent of the offense of murder.

If an appeal is filed, the determ nation shall be stayed.

(1) In the case of an acquittal on a charge of

murder, a verified conplaint may be fil ed:

(A by the defendant: or

(B) by a police officer with personal

know edge of perjured testinbny.

The conplaint nust allege that a police officer, while under

oath, knowingly and willfully nade fal se statenents as to a

material fact going to an el enent of the offense of nmurder.

The verified conplaint must be filed wth the Executive

Director of the Illinois Law Enforcenent Training Standards

Board within 2 yvears of the judgnent of acquittal.

(2) Wthin 30 days, the Executive Director of the

Il1linois Law Enforcenent Training Standards Board shal

review the verified conplaint and deterni ne whether the

verified conplaint is frivolous and wthout nmerit, or

whet her further investigation is warranted. The Illinois

Law Enforcenent Trai ning Standards Board shall notify the

officer and the Executive Director of the Illinois Labor

Rel ati ons Board State Panel of the filing of the

conplaint and any action taken thereon. |If the Executive

Di rector of the 1llinois Law Enforcenent Training

St andards Board deternines that the verified conplaint is

frivolous and without nerit, it shall be dismssed. The

Executi ve Director of the Illinois Law Enforcenment

Trai ni ng Standards Board has sole discretion to nake this

deternination and this decision is not subject to appeal.

(i) If the Executive Director of the [Illinois Law

Enforcenent Training Standards Board deternines that the

verified conplaint warrants further investiqgation, he or she

shall refer the matter to a task force of investigators

created for this purpose. This task force shall consist of 8
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sworn police officers: 2 fromthe Illinois State Police, 2

from the Cty of Chicago Police Departnent, 2 fromcounty

police departnents, and 2 fromnunicipal police departnments.

These investigators shall have a mnmininum of 5 years of

experience in conducting crim nal i nvesti gati ons. The

i nvestigators shall be appointed by the Executive Director of

the 1llinois Law Enforcenent Training Standards Board. Any

officer or officers acting in this capacity pursuant to this

statutory provision wll have statewide police authority

while acting in this investiqgative capacity. Their salaries

and expenses for the tine spent conducting investigations

under this paragraph shall be reinbursed by the Illinois Law

Enf orcenent Traini ng Standards Board.

(j]) Once the Executive Director of the Illinois Law

Enf orcenent Trai ning Standards Board has deternined that an

investigation is warranted, the verified conplaint shall be

assi gned to an i nvesti gat or or i nvesti gators. The

i nvestigator or investiqgators shall conduct an investigation

of the verified conplaint and shall wite a report of his or

her findings. This report shall be subnmitted to the Executive

Director of the Illinois Labor Rel ati ons Board State Panel.
Wthin 30 days, the Executive Director of the |Illinois
Labor Rel ati ons Boar d State Panel shall review the

i nvestigative report and det er m ne whet her suffici ent

evidence exists to conduct an evidentiary hearing on the

verified conplaint. If the Executive Director of the Illinois

Labor Rel ations Board State Panel determ nes upon his or her

review of the investiqgatory report that a hearing should not

be conducted, the conplaint shall be disn ssed. This decision

is in the Executive Director's sole discretion, and this

di sm ssal may not be appeal ed.

If the Executive Director of the Illinois Labor Rel ati ons

Board State Panel determnes that there is sufficient

evidence to warrant a hearing, a hearing shall be ordered on
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the verified conplaint, to be conducted by an adnmi ni strative

| aw j udge enployed by the |Illinois Labor Relations Board
State Panel. The Executive Director of the Illinois Labor
Relations Board State Panel shall inform the Executive
Director of the Illinois Law Enforcenent Training Standards

Board and the person who filed the conplaint of either the

dism ssal of the conplaint or the i ssuance of the conplaint

f or heari nq. The Executive Director shall assign the

conplaint to the adninistrative |law judge within 30 days of

t he decision granting a hearing.

(k) In the case of a finding of quilt on the offense of

murder, if a newtrial is granted on direct appeal, or a

state post-conviction evidentiary hearing is ordered, based

on a claimthat a police officer, under oath, knowingly and

willfully nade false statenents as to a material fact going

to an element of the offense of nurder, the 1llinois Labor

Rel ati ons Board State Panel shall hold a hearing to detern ne

whether the officer should be decertified if an interested

party requests such a hearing within 2 yvears of the court's

deci si on. The conpl ai nt shal | be assi gned to an

adm nistrative law judge within 30 days so that a hearing can

be schedul ed.

At the hearing, the accused officer shall be afforded the

opportunity to:

(1) Be represented by counsel of his or her own

(2) Be heard in his or her own defense;

(3) Produce evidence in his or her defense;

(4) Request that the Illinois Labor Rel ati ons Board

State Panel conpel the attendance of wtnesses and

producti on of rel ated docunents including but not limted

to court docunents and records.

Once a case has been set for hearing, the verified

conplaint shall be referred to the Departnent of Professional
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Reqgul ati on. That office shal | prosecute the verified

conplaint at the hearing before the adninistrative | aw judge.

The Departnment of Professional Requl ati on shall have the

opportunity to produce evidence to support the verified

conplaint and to request the Illinois Labor Relations Board

State Panel to conpel the attendance of witnesses and the

producti on of related docunents, including, but not limted
to, court docunents and records. The Illinois Labor Rel ati ons
Board State Panel shall have the power to i ssue subpoenas

requiring the attendance of and testinony of wtnesses and

the production of related docunents including, but not

limted to, court docunents and records and shall have the

power to adnini ster oaths.

The adm ni strative | aw j udge shal | have t he

responsibility of receiving into evidence relevant testinopny

and docunents, including court records, to support or

disprove the allegations nmade by the person filing the

verified conplaint and, at the <close of the <case, hear

argunments. If the administrative |law judge finds that there

is not clear and convincing evidence to support the verified

conplaint that the police officer has, while under oath,

knowingly and wllfully mde false statenents as to a

material fact going to an el enent of the offense of nmurder,

t he adm ni strative | aw j udge shal | mke a witten
recommendati on of disnmissal to the Illinois Labor Relations
Board State Panel. If the admnistrative |l aw judge finds that

there is clear and convincing evidence that the police

officer has, while under oath, knowingly and wllfully nade

false statenents as to a material fact that goes to an

elenent of the offense of nurder, the adnministrative | aw

judge shall make a witten recommendati on so concluding to
the Illinois Labor Rel ations Board State Panel. The hearings
shal | be transcri bed. The Executive Director of the Illinois

Law Enforcenent Training Standards Board shall be inforned of
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the admnistrative law judge's recomended findings and

decision and the Illinois Labor Rel ations Board State Panel's

subsequent review of the recommendati on.

() An officer naned in any conplaint filed pursuant to

this Act shall be indemified for his or her reasonabl e

attorney's fees and costs by his or her enployer. These fees

shall be paid in a reqular and tinely nanner. The State, upon

application by the public enployer, shall rei nburse the

public enployer for the accused officer's reasonabl e

attorney's f ees and costs. At no tinme and under no

circunstances will the accused officer be required to pay his

or her own reasonable attorney's fees or costs.

(m The accused officer shall not be placed on unpaid

status because of the filing or processing of the verified

complaint until there is a final non- appeal abl e order

sustaining his or her guilt and his or her certificationis

revoked. Nothing in this Act, however, restricts the public

enpl oyer from pursuing discipline against the officer in the

normal course and under procedures then in pl ace.

(n) The Illinois Labor Rel ations Board State Panel shal

review the adnmnistrative law judge's recommended decision

and order and deternine by a majority vote whether or not

there was clear and convincing evidence that the accused

officer, while under oath, knowingly and willfully nade fal se

statenents as to a material fact going to the offense of

murder. Wthin 30 days of service of the adninistrative |aw

judge's recomrended deci sion and order, the parties may file

exceptions to the recommended deci sion and order and briefs

in support of their exceptions wth the [Illinois Labor

Rel ati ons Board State Panel. The parties may file responses

to the exceptions and briefs in support of the responses no

| ater than 15 days after the service of the exceptions. | f

exceptions are filed by any of the parties, the lllinois

Labor Rel ati ons Board State Panel shall review the matter and
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make a finding to uphold, vacate, or nodify the recomended

deci sion and order.

(p) A party aggrieved by the final order of the Illinois

Labor Relations Board State Panel may apply for and obtain

judicial review of an order of the Illinois Labor Relations

Board State Panel, in accordance with the provisions of the

Admi ni strative Review Law, except that such judici al revi ew

shal | be afforded directly in the Appellate Court for the

district in which the accused officer resides. Any direct

appeal to the Appellate Court shall be filed within 35 days

fromthe date that a copy of the decision sought to be

revi ewed was served upon the party affected by the decision.
